ASSUMPTIONS: 
1. Department of Administration would develop and maintain a level of involvement in selection and 

management of statewide facilities, which does not exist at the present time.  This level of effort will 
require 1.00 FTE (grade 14) and 1.00 FTE (grade 10). 

2. Requests for Proposals are used to meet needs for space.  Because this legislation requires that a 
downtown preference be included in the evaluation process, administrative rules would be written 
addressing the preference criteria.  

3. Once the preference criteria are written, there could be the possibility that agencies leasing space would 
pay a premium for downtown space.  This premium is known to vary with location, but a typical 
differential is three dollars per square foot per year. 
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4. “Rent rates” charged to agencies would be calculated with a new leasing function and included in the 
fixed costs distributed to agencies in the 2005 biennium. 

5. This note does not include any impact for the additional lease rates for affected state agencies.
